TIRADE  AGAINST 
JOBS? 

As  part  of  the  Bay  Area 
labor  delegation  which  re¬ 
cently  traveled  to  Nicaragua 
for  talks  with  that  country’s 
new  revolutionary  leader¬ 
ship,  I  was  overwhelmed 
by  the  contrast  between  our 
government’s  policy  toward 
working  people  and  theirs. 
Since  Somoza’s  downfall, 
Nicaragua  has  made  tremen¬ 
dous  strides  toward  improving 
the  quality  of  life  of  its 
working  class,  while  we  in  the 
U.S.  are  saddled  with  a 
Reagan  administration  bent 
on  destroying  the  hard-fought 
gains  of  the  labor  and  civil 
rights  movements. 

On  returning  to  the  Bay 
Area  then,  you  can  imagine 
my  chagrin  at  seeing  the 
usually-progressive  Bay 
Guardian  join  in  a  stab-in- 
the-back  of  working  people.

Brother  progres¬ 
sives,  let’s  get  our  act  to¬ 
gether.

FEINSTEIN  CAN’T 
STOP  RAPE 

From  May  8-15,  Mayor 
Dianne  Feinstein’s  Commis¬ 
sion  on  the  Status  of  W omen 
held  a  week  to  “Stop  Rape," 
kicked  off  with  a  rally  led 
by  Feinstein  and  Senator 
Milton  Marks,  On  the  sur¬ 
face  it  might  seem  like  a  vic¬ 
tory  to  at  last  have  govern¬ 
ment  officials  pressed  into 
taking  seriously  the  problem 
of  violence  against  women. 
However,  we  think  the  “so¬ 
lutions”  put  forward  in  Stop 
Rape  week  serve  only  to  lock 
a  racist  and  woman-hating 
system  more  firmly  into 
place,  and  we  would  like  to 
raise  some  issues  for  Guard¬ 
ian  readers  to  consider. 

If  Feinstein  is  so  interest¬ 
ed  in  stopping  rape,  then 
why  does  she  consistently 
send  the  San  Francisco  Po¬ 
lice  Department  to  rough 
up  feminists  who  are  pro¬ 
testing  porn?  Thousands  of 
women  have  marched  down 
Broadway  to  fight  danger¬ 
ous  misogynist  propaganda 
like  the  films  More  Women 
to  Hate,  and  Tied  to  a  Tree. 
Dianne's  police  have  tried 
to  stop  this  struggle  by  break¬ 
ing  a  woman’s  jaw  at  Take 
Back  the  Night,  by  coming 
out  in  force  to  protect  the 
Condor  sex  club,  and  by 
shoving,  photographing,  and 
calling  women  “cunts”  at 
the  recent  Women’s  March 
Against  Imperialism. 

If  Milton  Marks  is  so  in¬ 
terested  in  stopping  rape, 
then  why  doesn’t  he  do  some¬ 
thing  about  the  California 
State  agency  which  de  facto 
legitimizes  and  legalizes  the 
abhorrent  and  rapidly-grow¬ 
ing  child  porn  industry? 
This  government  agency’s 
idea  of  “regulating”  child 
pom  is  to  keep  a  list  of  whol^ 
sale  distributors! 

We  think  politicians  like 
Feinstein  and  Marks  are  op¬ 
posed  to  the  real  struggle  to 
stop  violence  against  women 
—  a  struggle  which  involves 
our  making  a  self-reliant 
and  militant  fight  against 
the  very  state  and  system 
these  “leaders”  represent. 
But  Feinstein  and  Marks  are 
interested  in  trying  to  use 
our  struggle  against  rape  to 
sanitize  the  state’s  racist  law 
and  order  attacks  against 
Black  and  Latino  communi¬ 
ties,  and  to  cover  up  the 
government’s  own  role  in 
carrying  out  violence  against 
women. 

The  featured  speakers  in 
Stop  Rape  Week  included: 

•  A  representative  of  the 
San  Francisco  Police  De¬ 
partment.  The  San  Francis¬ 
co  police  are  notorious  for 
turning  Mission  Street  into 
a  martial  law  zone  every 
weekend  night,  closing  the 
street  to  traffic  and  rou¬ 
tinely  harassing,  busting, 
and  beating  up  Latino  youth, 
Feinstein  has  sent  the  mount¬ 


ed  police  and  the  Tac  Squad 
into  Alamo  Square  and  Do¬ 
lores  Park  to  drive  black  and 
Latino  people  out  of  their 
own  community  parks.  Po¬ 
lice  across  the  U.S.  have 
murdered  over  2,000  Third 
World  people  over  the  last 
five  years! 

•  A  speaker  from  the  Cal¬ 
ifornia  Office  on  Criminal 
“Justice.”  What  is  the  state 
and  federal  criminal  injustice 
system  really  about?  Sixty 
percent  of  California’s  pris¬ 
on  population  is  black  and 
Latino,  in  gross  dispropor¬ 
tion  to  their  size  in  the  pop¬ 
ulation.  As  public  officials 
ax  survival  programs  like 
food  stamps  and  CETA,  up¬ 
on  which  "rhird  World  people 
depend,  they  create  the  con¬ 
ditions  where  crimes  of  sur¬ 
vival  and  desperation  will 
inevitably  increase.  At  the 
same  time,  these  politicians 
are  pouring  millions  of  dol¬ 
lars  into  prison  construction, 
with  Feinstein  calling  for  a 
special  sales  tax  to  build 
new  prisons  to  warehouse 
thousands  more  Third  World 
people.  Feinstein’s  “anti¬ 
crime”  package  includes  a 
move  to  double  prison  sen¬ 
tences  and  to  spend  a  half 
a  million  dollars  on  a  new 
“Youth  Jail,”  so  that  15- 
year-olds  can  be  tried  as 
adults.  From  San  Quentin 
to  Attica,  the  prisons  have 
become  concentration  camps 
for  revolutionary  leaders — 
black  prisoners  of  war  like 
Dhoruba  Moore,  Geronimo 
Pratt  and  Sufiya  Bukari,  the 
eleven  Puerto  Rican  POWs 
and  many  others. 

•A  representative  of  the 
da’s  office.  It  was  the  DA’s 
office  that  was  responsible 
for  the  feeble  so-called  “pros- 
eeution”  of  Dan  White  for 
the  murder  of  Harvey  Milk 
and  Mayor  George  Moscone. 
Dan  White  had  his  wrists 
slapped  and  gay  people  right¬ 
eously  responded  on  the 
night  of  May  21st;  the  po¬ 
lice  went  on  a  rampage  and 
the  DA’s  reaction  was  to  in¬ 
dict  the  people  who’d  been 
clubbed  and  beaten  by  the 
police.  Right  now  the  DA’s 
office  is  in  the  middle  of  a 
scandal  over  the  recent  hom¬ 
ophobic  firing  of  a  gay  cler¬ 
ical  worker. 

A  state  apparatus  that  is 
so  deeply  racist,  sexist  and 
anti-lesbian  and  gay  will 
never  stop  rape.  The  govern¬ 
ment’s  “outreach”  to  the 
women’s  movement  is  so 
dangerous  because  if  we  lend 
legitimacy  to  law-and-order 
solutions,  we  end  up  bolster¬ 
ing  the  very  institutions  that 
attack  Third  World  people 
and  oppress  us  as  women. 
We  know  that  we  will  never 
see  an  end  to  violence  against 
women  in  a  system  that  has 
a  cowboy  for  president  and 
spies  as  heroes,  an  imperial¬ 
ist  system  that  cuts  money 
for  school  lunch  programs 
and  abortion  while  funds 
for  the  military  and  forced 
sterilization  increase  dramat¬ 
ically. 

Women  won’t  let  Dianne 
Feinstein  hide  her  ugly  law- 
and-order  face  behind  the 
mantle  of  feminism.  We

CIVIL  SERVICE? 

Marcelo  Rodriguez’s  article 
on  the  city  budget’s  effect  on 
Civil  ^Avice  (Guardian  5/ 
13/8J)  .Ignores  several  im¬ 


portant  considerations.  Civil 
Service  itself  is  responsible 
for  most  of  the  exam  back¬ 
log.  There  are  over  1,600 
different  classifications  for  a 
work  force  of  less  than  25, 000. 
The  Classification  Division 
keeps  yielding  to  Depart¬ 
mental  requests  to  create 
new  classes  (among  the  lat¬ 
est  in  Superintendent  Alio- 
to’s  staff  at  the  Board  of  Ed¬ 
ucation)  so  the  competitive 
merit  selection  process  can 
be  avoided.  No  one  ever 
considers  what  the  impact 
will  be  on  the  capability  of 
the  Examination  Division  to 
conduct  exams  for  all, these 
classifications.!  j  i  .  i. 


The  Exam  Division,  itself, 
is  noted  for  giving  exams  for 
political  rather  than  sound, 
management  reasons.  While 
the  exam  to  fill  about  100 
management  assistant  posi¬ 
tions  has  languished  since 
April  1978  the  exam  for  as¬ 
sistant  secretary  to  the  Com¬ 
mission  (Mr.  Al  Walker’s 
position)  was  hustled  through 
in  a  matter  of  months.  The 
same  thing  occurred  with 
the  registrar  of  voters  posi¬ 
tion.  Both  of  these  are  single 
position  classifications  but 
the  amount  of  staff  time 
needed  to  administer  the  ex¬ 
am  is  virtually  the  same  as  if

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CAN  BERKELEY’S 
CITYAHORNEY 
SUE  LANDLORDS? 

Berkeley  City  Attorney 
Natalie  West  responded  Tues¬ 
day  morning  to  charges  from 
the  Alameda  County  Dis¬ 
trict  Attorney’s  Office  that 
she  acted  improperly  and 
illegally  in  filing  civil  suits 
against  Berkeley  landlords 
who  have  failed  to  register 
their  units  with  the  city's  rent 
board. 

W est  claimed  she  received 
approval  to  file  the  lawsuits, 
which  now  amount  to  more 
than  $2. 5  million,  in  a  phone 
conversation  .^ith  Richard 
Michaels,  a  deputy  district 
attorney,  on  April  6th.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  state  law,  a  city 
the  size  of  Berkeley  must 
have  a  fulltime  city  prose¬ 
cuting  attorney  and  also  the 
consent  of  the  district  attor¬ 
ney’s  office  before  it  can  pros¬ 
ecute  defendants  for  civil 
damages. 

West  recently  began  seek¬ 
ing  civil  damages  against 
non- registering  Berkeley  land¬ 
lords  for  allegedly  engaging 
in  unfair  business  practices. 
The  city  attorney  is  also  seek¬ 
ing  to  force  the  alleged  offen¬ 
ders  to  pay  registration  fees, 
late  fees  and  interest  on  both. 
Approximately  6, 1 00  units 
still  have  not  been  registered 
with  the  rent  board,  am¬ 
ounting  to  an  estimated  loss 
of  $  1  SO, 000  in  revenues. 

At  a  June  2nd  p/ess  con¬ 
ference,  West  charged  the 
district  attorney’s  office  with 
“a  complete  about-face  with 
regard  to  our  previous  agree¬ 
ment  [which  was  reached  on 
the  phone]."  She  claimed 
Michaels  had  known  she  was 
intending  to  file  for  civil  dam¬ 
ages  -against  landlords  since 
mid-April,  when  she  wrote 
a  letter  to  his  office. 

'This  letter  confirms  the 
express  understanding  be¬ 
tween  my  office  and  the  of¬ 
fice  of  the  Alameda  County 
district  attorney  that  the  city 
of  Berkeley  intended  to  ini¬ 
tiate  legal  actions  for  unfair 
business  practices.  Mr.  Mi¬ 
chaels  was  informed  of  our  in¬ 
tention  to  file  these  actions  be¬ 
fore,  during  and  after  we 
filed  them,”  West  said. 

Michaels  told  the  Guar¬ 
dian  he  could  not  recall  ever 
having  granted  consent  for 
W est  to  pursue  the  civil  dam¬ 
ages  against  the  landlords. 
In  fact,  he  said,  he  did  not 
even  remember  the  words 
“consent”  and  “civil  dam- 
ages”being  mentioned  in  the 
April  6th  phone  conversa¬ 
tion. 

“While  we  did  not  consent 
to  her  filing  for  civil  damages, 
we  do  not  believe  that  the 
city  of  Berkeley  acted  in  bad 
faith—  that  is,  that  they  act¬ 
ed  knowing  we  had  not  giv¬ 
en  our  consent,”  Michaels 
said. 

Calling  the  whole  thing 
"an  unfortunate  misunder¬ 
standing,”  Michaels  said 
West  should  have  gotten  his 
office’s  consent  in  writing 
prior  to  filing  her  lawsuits. 
“I’m  as»iming  die  did  that 
because  she  is  inexperienced 
in  the  field  and  not  because 


she  acted  in  bad  faith,”  he 
said. 

Michaels  also  expressed  his 
personal  opinion  that  West 
did  not  qualify  as  a  full¬ 
time  city  prosecutor.  West 
cites  as  her  authority  Section 
113  of  the  Berkeley  City 
Charter,  which  provides  that 
‘The  city  attorney  shall  pro¬ 
secute  on  behalf  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  all  criminal  cases  arising 
from  violations  of .  .  .  theor- 
dinancesof  the  city.  ” 

Michaels  added  it  is  im¬ 
proper  for  “rookies”  to  get  in¬ 
volved  in  cases  where  “only 
law  enforcement  agencies 
can  prosecute.  ’’ 

West,  who  has  served  as 
city  attorney  for  six  months, 
said  that  she  has  never  before 
“been  so  stonewalled  by  an¬ 
other  government  attorney.  ’’ 

She  said  the  city  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  pursue  the  civil  dam¬ 
ages  against  the  landlords, 
since  she  has  already  received 
the  consent  of  the  district  at¬ 
torney’s  office  and  “with¬ 
drawal  of  that  consent  is  not 
effective.  ’’ 

Berkeley  rent  board  direc¬ 
tor  Richard  Illgen  is  sched¬ 
uled  to  report  to  the  board 
on  Wednesday  evening,  June 
3rd,  the  results  of  his  investiga¬ 
tion  into  the  matter.  Know¬ 
ledgeable  board  observers 
have  told  the  Guardian  they 
expect  there  will  be  no  shift 
in  the  board’s  policy  of  seek¬ 
ing  to  force  landlords  in  viola¬ 
tion  of  Measure  D,  Berke¬ 
ley’s  rent  control  law,  to  reg¬ 
ister  their  units,

Follow  that  Story! 

KQED  CANCELS 
‘COORSDAY’ 

In  response  to  the  threat 
of  an  all-day  picket  and  a 
“phone-jamming"  campaign, 
public  television  station 
KQED  canceled  its  contro¬ 
versial  “Coors  Day”  sched¬ 
uled  for  Saturday,  May  30th. 

But  the  issue  of  the  beer 
company’s  sponsorship  of  a 
full  day  of  the  station’s  an¬ 
nual  auction  in  exchange  for 
prominent  display  of  Coors 
logos,  a  banner  and  numer¬ 
ous  mentions  of  Coors  on  the 
air  was  settled  in  a  less-than- 
cordial  manner. 

After  “lengthy  meetings” 
with  KQED  lawyers,  station 
personnel  and  Coors  boycott 
organizers,  the  station  an¬ 
nounced  Thursday,  May 
28th,  that  it  had  decided  to 
return  the  $13,000  in  back-

ing  to  Coors  and  its  local 
distributors. 

The  station  claimed  the 
decision  to  cancel  was  made 
solely  because  of  “implied 
threats  of  violence”  to  auc¬ 
tion  volunteers. 

When  announcing  the  can¬ 
cellation,  station  General 
Manager  Tony  Tiano  and 
KQED  board  chairman 
David  Hill  charged  local 
Coors  Boycott  Committee 
Chairman  Howard  Wallace 
had  hinted  violence  would 
erupt  if  the  station  went  ahead 
with  its  plans. 

In  a  statement  made  on 
Monday,  June  1st,  Hill  sof¬ 
tened  that  charge,  saying 
the  situation  presented  the 
“potential  for  random  acts  of 
violence”  against  volunteers. 

KQED  Auction  Chaimian 
John  Loder  told  the  Guar¬ 
dian  the  station  received  at 
least  three  anonymous  phone 
calls  threatening  station 
workers. 

Supporters  of  the  Coors 
Day  protest  campaign  ex¬ 
pressed  skepticism  at  the  sta¬ 
tion’s  declared  reason  for 
backing  out.  Wallace  called 
the  charges  about  threats  of 
violence  a  “flat-out  lie.  ’’ 

“Whenever  any  corpora¬ 
tion  backs  down,  it  is  entit¬ 
led  to  save  face,”  Wallace 
told  the  Guardian.  “But  they 
knew  there  was  no  danger 
of  violence.  1  flatly  told  Hill 
at  a  meeting  there  would  be 
no  violence.” 

Wallace  denied  any  knowl¬ 
edge  of  phone  threats  to  the 
station. 

Larry  Hall,  director  of  the 
Oakland-based  Committee 
to  Save  KQED,  which  also 
supports  the  Coors  boycott, 
called  the  station’s  explana¬ 
tion,  “A  clumsy  smokescreen 
to  cover  up  the  obvious  fact 
that  there  was  strong  opposi¬ 
tion  even  among  KQED  staff 
against  CoorsDay.  ” 

Wallace  said  the  success¬ 
ful  Coors  Day  protest  has  put 
fresh  blood  into  the  national 
beer  boycott.  “No  question 
about  if,  this  helped,”  he 
said.  “The  issues  surround¬ 
ing  Coors  are  still  there.  ’’ 

Loder  said  last  week’s  de¬ 
cision  to  return  Coors’s  mon¬ 
ey  does  not  necessarily  repre¬ 
sent  a  precedent,  but  it  will 
cause  the  station  to  review 
its  policies  in  accepting  spon¬ 
sorship  money  from  corpora¬ 
tions. 

Loder  also  insisted  the 
Coors  Day  episode  had  not 
significantly  damaged  the 
auction  and  that  had  the 
plan  proceeded,  it  would  not 


have  suffered  despite  the  pro¬ 
test. 

“In  fact,  we’ve  had  more 
people  withdraw  their  dona¬ 
tions  to  the  auction  and  can¬ 
cel  station  subscriptions  be¬ 
cause  they  believe  we  should¬ 
n't  have  backed  down  to 
blackmail.” 

The  station  has  lost  at  least 
$2,000  in  donations  directly 
attributable  to  the  Coors  Day 
cancellation,  Loder  claimed. 

“Until  the  article  in  the 
Guardian  [5/20/81],  not  a 
single  person  complained  to 
us  about  Coors  Day,”  he 
said. 

Coors  attorney  Robert  Car¬ 
rol  of  San  Francisco  told  the 
Guardian  the  company’s  of¬ 
fer  to  underwrite  the  auction 
was  part  of  “its  support  and 
belief  in  public  broadcasting,” 
but  that  Coors  did  not  offer  to 
let  KQED  keep  the  money  af¬ 
ter  Coors  Day  was  canceled.

IF  THE  EX  HAD 
BUILT  A  NEW 
PRINTING  PLANT... 

“San  Francisco  is  one  of 
the  richest  markets  in  the 
U.S.”  That  was  the  message 
newspaper  expert  John  Ma¬ 
lone  had  for  the  six-person 
Jury  hearing  the  10th  week 
of  testimony  in  the  retrial 
of  the  Pacific  Sun’s  anti¬ 
trust  suit  against  the  Ex/ 
Chron.  Malone  made  the 
statement  in  the  course  of 
explaining  why  he,  as  a  pro¬ 
fessional  employed  for  52 
years  in  the  newspaper  busi¬ 
ness,  believes  San  Francisco 
is  capable  of  supporting  at 
least  two  competing  daily 
newspapers. 

The  jury  must  decide 
whether  the  Examiner  and 
the  Chronicle,  which  en¬ 
tered  into  a  joint  operating 
agreement  in  1965,  qualified 
at  the  time  of  their  merger 
for  exemption  from  federal 
antitrust  laws,  as  provided 
by  the  Newspaper  Preserva¬ 
tion  Act  pas^  by  Congress 
in  1970.  In  cases  where  not 
more  than  one  newspaper  is 
likely  to  survive  or  become 
financially  sound,  the  1970 
law  allows  two  daily  news¬ 
papers  to  combine  all  non¬ 
editorial  functions  in  order 
to  preserve  separate  editori¬ 
al  voices  in  a  city. 

Malone,  the  key  plaintiff 
witness,  began  testifying  on 


May  27th.  In  the  course  of 
his  testimony,  he  challenged 
the  defendants’  assertion  that 
San  Francisco  was  declining 
as  a  newspaper  market  in 
the  early  1960s  and  that  the 
Examiner  by  1965  had  no 
hope  of  becoming  finan¬ 
cially  sound.  'The  circula¬ 
tion  of  San  Francisco  papers 
was  growing  at  about  five 
times  the  rate  of  papers  in 
the  rest  of  the  U.S.  for  the 
period  1960-1964,”  Malone 
told  the  jury.  In  addition, 
he  reported  that  advertising 
revenues  for  San  Francisco 
dailies  in  the  same  period 
rose  27.4% ,  compared  to 
an  average  growth  rate  for 
the  rest  of  the  nation  of 
only  11.7%  . 

Qne  of  the  best  indicators 
of  the  strength  of  a  news¬ 
paper  market,  Malone  main¬ 
tained,  is  the  volume  of  re¬ 
tail  sales.  “Retail  sales  are 
the  driving  power  that  cre¬ 
ates  advertising  for  news¬ 
papers.”  These,  he  said,  are 
to  a  large  extent  a  function 
of  the  effective  buying  pow¬ 
er  (EBI)  in  a  given  market. 
Malone  then  demonstrated 
that  the  per-capita  EBI  in 
the  retail  trading  zone  for 
the  Examiner  and  Chronicle 
ranked  second  in  the  U.S.  in 
1979. 

One  of  the  central  ques¬ 
tions  in  the  case  is  whether 
the  Examiner  would  have 
become  more  competitive 
with  the  Chronicle  if  it  had 
replaced  its  antiquated  press¬ 
es  with  a  modem  plant.  A  re¬ 
cent  study  by  Malone  showed 
that  if  the  Examiner  had 
built  a  modem  plant  in 
1962,  its  annual  operating 
costs  would  have  been  re¬ 
duced  by  almost  $3.5  mil¬ 
lion. 

The  defendant  newspa¬ 
pers  have  relied  on  the  Ex¬ 
aminer’s  heavy  losses  in  the 
early  1960s  as  evidence  for 
their  claim  that  the  Exam¬ 
iner  was  a  failing  newspa¬ 
per.  Malone,  however,  at¬ 
tached  another  meaning  to 
the  Examiner  profit  and  loss 
figures.  “1  would  say  that  it 
[a  loss  figure]  is  a  relatively 
minor  consideration,”  Ma¬ 
lone  said.  "Profit  and  loss 
statements  are  only  a  snap¬ 
shot  of  the  situation.” 

Malone  will  be  the  last 
witness  called  by  the  plain¬ 
tiffs.  Closing  arguments  will 
then  be  made  by  attorneys 
for  each  side,  after  which 
the  jury  will  begin  its  de¬ 
liberations.  The  trial  should 
be  completed  by  late  June.

ight-wing  groups  that  backed  Ronald  Rea¬ 
gan’s  presidential  campaign  are  now  pushing  hard  for 
the  administration  to  take  strong  action  to  counter 
what  they  call  “domestic  subversion.”  The  Guardian 
has  assembled  a  list  of  28  separate  proposals  for  new 
laws,  regulations  or  presidential  actions  to  clamp 
down  on  “internal  security”  problems  that  are  in  vari¬ 
ous  stages  of  consideration  by  the  administration  and 
its  Congressional  allies. 


The  proposals  cover  a  wide  range  of  actions,  from  loyalty  investigations 
of  all  federal  employees,  to  creating  joint  FBI-CIA  counter-intelligence  files, 
carving  up  the  Freedom  of  Information  and  Privacy  Acts  and  more.  A  few, 
such  as  the  upgrading  of  the  CIA’s  covert  action  .staff  and  programs,  are 
already  underway.  And  a  bill  to  make  it  a  crime  to  reveal  the  identity  of  a 
CIA  undercover  agent  is  moving  rapidly  toward  Congressional  approval. 

But  the  fates  of  most  of  the  proposals  have  yet  to  be  decided.  The 
administration  has  not  yet  fully  committed  itself  to  a  new  McCarthyi.sm.  It 
could  still  back  away  from  many  of  these  proposals,  and  others  could  be 
stopped  by  congressional  action  or  public  protest. 

The  Bay  Guardian  has  prepared  the  accompanying  chart  to  help  readers 
track  these  proposals,  and  new  ones  that  are  made. 

The  proposals  are  arranged  by  categories,  covering  the  important  centers 
of  federal  internal  security  decisionmaking  and  enforcement.  Some  30  pro¬ 
posals,  numerous  agencies  and  a  wide  range  of  policies  are  included.  How¬ 
ever,  the  various  stages  of  action  on  all  the  proposals  are  arranged  uniformly 
from  left  to  right  in  order  of  their  increasing  significance  as  actual  internal 
security  measures.  A  check  mark  in  the  far  right  column  indicates  that  a  giv¬ 
en  policy,  law,  official  or  agency  is  now  in  hot  pursuit  of  domestic  subver¬ 
sives,  real  and/or  imagined.  If  legislation  and  administrative  action  come  to 
fill  up  much  of  that  rightward  column  with  check  marks  in  the  next  year  or 
so,  the  thesis  that  we  indeed  face  a  new  wave  of  McCarthyism  will  become 
I  increasingly  compelling,  and  seemingly  paranoid  attitudes  among  progres¬ 
sives  more  reasonable. 

The  chart  was  assembled  from  a  survey  of  legislative  initiatives,  reports 
of  administrative  actions  and  the  recommendations  of  various  internal  secur¬ 
ity  and  civil  liberties-oriented  groups  of  the  right  and  left.  Since  some  of  these 
proposals  are  bound  to  be  abandoned  and  new  ones  added,  blanks  are  in¬ 
cluded  in  each  category  so  it  can  be  kept  up  to  date. 

So  by  all  means  clip  and  save  this  chart.  Put  it  on  your  wall  and  check  off 
the  boxes  as  the  year  unfolds.  Then  when  1984  arrives,  you  may  be  the  first 
one  on  your  block  to  discover  it  —  if  they  haven’t  already  dragged  you  off  for

The  SF  Board  of  Supervisors  has  post¬ 
poned  action  on  two  versions  of  a 
residential  hotel  conversion  control 
ordinance  until  its  June  8th  meet¬ 
ing.  But  despite  the  fact  that  the 
postponement  was  originally  sought  by  sup¬ 
porters  of  a  strong  tenant-authored  ordinance 
limiting  conversions,  it  now  looks  as  though  a 
majority  of  the  supervisors  will  move  to  pass  a 
weaker  measure,  written  by  the  city 
attorney’s  office  and  supported  strongly  by 
hotel  owners. 

Thus  far,  only  two  supervisors,  Nancy 
Walker  and  Harry  Britt,  are  on  record  in  sup¬ 
port  of  the  ordinance  written  by  members  of 
the  North  of  Market  Planning  Coalition  and 
their  attorneys.  This  version  of  the  ordinance 
was  drafted  after  City  Attorney  George  Ag- 
nost  made  a  curious  turnabout  by  claiming 
that  a  conversion  ordinance  submitted  by  his 
office  last  year  and  approved  unanimously  by 
the  Supervisors  would  have  a  difficult  time 
withstanding  a  constitutional  challenge  by 
residential  hotel  owners.  Agnost  told  the  Su¬ 
pervisors  during  a  closed-door  meeting  of  the 
board  in  March  that  the  original  ordinance 
would  have  to  be  entirely  rewritten. 

Now  the  board  must  decide  between  two  replacement 
ordinances  —  one  written  by  Deputy  City  Attorney 
Alice  Barkley  and  criticized  by  Britt  and  Walker  for 
“gutting  the  intent  of  the  original  ordinance,”  the  other 
written  by  attorney  Sue  Hestor  on  behalf  of  the  North  of 
Market  Planning  Coalition.  At  this  point,  Barkley’s  ver¬ 
sion  is  supported  by  at  least  six  of  the  supervisors,  exac¬ 
tly  the  majority  of  the  1 1-member  board  it  needs  to  be 
adopted. 

Walker  and  Britt  had  lobbied  the  other  supervisors 
for  several  hours  before  the  June  1st  meeting  on  behalf 
of  the  stronger  tenant  ordinance.  When  it  became  clear 
that  the  votes  were  not  there,  though,  W alker  moved  for 
a  continuance  of  two  weeks.  But  six  members  of  the 
board  —  Lee  Dolson,  Richard  Hongisto,  Willie  Ken¬ 
nedy,  John  Molinari,  Louise  Renne  and  Doris  Ward  — 
made  it  clear  they  were  ready  to  vote  on  behalf  of  the 
owner-supported  ordinance  and  quashed  Walker’s 
move  to  delay  action.  Finally,  Hongisto  told  the  rest  of 
the  board  he  “might  vote  for  a  one-week  continuance,” 
and  when  Sup.  Quentin  Kopp  proposed  a  one-week 
delay,  Hongisto  and  Kopp,  along  with  Walker,  Britt 
and  Sups.  Carol  Ruth  Silver  and  Wendy  Nelder  voted 
to  postpone  action. 

CONSTITUTIONAL? 

The  supervisors  supporting  the  city  attorney’s  version 
of  the  ordinance  stressed  the  need  to  pass  an  ordinance 
that  would  withstand  constitutional  challenges.  Board 
President  John  Molinari,  who  led  the  .floor  battle  on  be¬ 
half  of  the  city  attorney’s  draft  during  the  meeting,  told 
the  other  supervisors  that  Barkley’s  version  would  “pass 
the  con.stitutional  test  in  court.”  He  had  earlier  in  the  day 
told  the  Guardian  that  he  had  formed  this  opinion  based 
onhisdiscussionswith  Barkley. 

However,  a  confidential  memo  from  Barkley  to  Moli¬ 
nari  and  Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein,  dated  May  19th  and 
recently  obtained  by  the  Guardian,  stresses  that  the  depu¬ 
ty  city  attorney  herself  has  problems  with  the  constitu¬ 
tionality  of  her  own  ordinance.  Claiming  that  a  one-to- 
one  replacement  requirements  for  converted  units  may 
be  “an  unconstitutional  taking.”  Barkley  wrote  of  her 
own  ordinance,  “It  isour  opinion  that  if  the  case  reaches 
the  U.S.  Supreme  Court,  the  proposed  ordinance  may 
well  be  declared  unconstitutional.  ” 

Contacted  by  the  Guardian  on  June  2nd,  Molinari  ad¬ 
mitted  having  received  the  memo  from  Barkley  question¬ 
ing  the  constitutionality  of  her  own  ordinance.  “I’m 
aware  that  Alice  has  some  questions  about  her  own  law, 
but  it’s  my  considered  opinion  that  the  city  attorney’s 
version  is  more  constitutional”  than  the  community  ver¬ 
sion,  he  said. 

“But  at  least  the  owners  are  telling  me  they’re  not 
going  to  sue  if  we  pass  the  city  attorney’s  version,”  Moli¬ 
nari  declared.  “I  don’t  know  if  they’re  going  to  double- 
cross  me,  but  if  they  do,  they’ll  find  out  they  are  double- 
cro.s.sing  the  wrong  guy .  ” 

Despite  Molinari’s  claims,  there  are  indications  that

sued.  In  a  letter  to  Britt  dated  May  28th,  Erik  Jorgensen, 
an  attorney  for  the  Residential  Hotel  Owners  Association 
and  other  smaller  hotel  owner  groups,  makes  it  clear  that 
there  will  be  court  challenges  to  the  one-for-one  replace¬ 
ment  provision  of  the  city  attorney’s  ordinance.  “  Should 
the  city  attorney’s  version  be  adopted,  the  present  law 
suit  would  be  dismissed  and  the  Hotel  Associations 
would  not  test  that  particular  version  in  court,”  Jorgen- 
.sen’s  letter  promises.  “However,”  it  continues,  “this  does 
not  include  the  sections  concerning  one-for-one  replace¬ 
ment  and  the  demolition  part.  We  believe  that  those  sec¬ 
tions  which  are  practically  identical  in  all  three  versions 
of  the  ordinance  will  eventually  be  tested  in  the  courts  by 
property  owners  who  are  directly  affected  by  these  pro¬ 
visions.” 

Supporters  of  a  strong  residential  hotels  conversion 
ordinance  now  have  one  week  in  which  to  try  to  con¬ 
vince  at  least  four  other  supervisors  to  back  them. 

If  they  fail  to  do  so  and  the  city  attorney’s  version 
passes  as  anticipated,  supporters  of  the  stronger  pro¬ 
posal  predict  widespread  evictions  of  residents  and 
transference  of  hotel  ownership  to  take  advantage  of 
the  loopholes  written  into  the  measure.  “Since  the  city 
attorney’s  version  allows  every  person  who  bought  a 
hotel  since  the  original  ordinance  to  base  the  usage  of  a 
hotel  room  on  the  effective  date  of  the  new  ordinance, 
[the  Supervisors]  will  set  up  the  potential  for  a  massive 
number  of  evictions  in  the  next  month,”  Hestor  told  the 
Guardian.  She  said  she  has  been  told  by  hotel  owner 
representatives  that  more  than  100  of  the  city’s  approx¬ 
imately  600  residential  hotels  have  changed  hands 
since  the  original  ordinance  went  into  effect  in  Novem¬ 
ber  1979.  ★  ★  ★ 


LONG-TERM  LIABILITY 

ut  even  if  the  San 
Francisco  Board  of 
Supervisors  passed 
a  strong  anti- conversion  or¬ 
dinance,  badly  needed  as  it 
is,  it  would  not  guarantee  the 
long-term  viability  of 
residential  hotels  as  a  vital 
source  of  low-  cost  housing. 

“If  we  can’t  convert  some 
of  our  rooms  to  transient 
business,  we’ll  just  have  to 
shut  this  place  down,”  said 
Alan  Montag,  part  owner  of 
the  Hotel  Victoria  on  4th 
Street.  Montag’s  sentiments 
echoed  those  of  several  oth¬ 
er  hotel  owners  contacted 
by  the  Guardian.  “Residen¬ 
tial  hotels  are  a  money-losing 
business.  ” 


Montag  and  his  partners 
bought  the  1 68- room  hotel 
in  July  1980.  Since  then,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Montag,  they 
have  restored  most  of  the 
rooms  in  the  hotel.  “We  now 
have  gorgeous  rooms,”  he 
claims,  with  brand  new  col¬ 
or  television  sets  that  show 
feature  movies,  new  light 
fixtures,  new  carpets  and 
paint  jobs.  For  these  rooms, 
which  Montag  admits  are 
somewhat  fancier  than  those 
found  in  most  residential 
hotels,  the  rent  runs  from 
$200  (for  a  room  with  a 
bathroom  down  the  hall)  to 
$250  (for  a  room  with  a  pri¬ 
vate  bathroom)  per  month. 

Montag  told  the  Guardian 
that  68  of  the  Hotel  Victo¬ 


ria’s  168  rooms  are  current¬ 
ly  vacant.  “We  just  can’t 
find  the  people  to  fill  them,” 
he  said.  According  to  Mon¬ 
tag,  residential  tenants  at 
the  hotel  are  offered  a  food 
program  that  costs  $180  a 
month  for  three  meals  a 
day—  about  $2  a  meal  if  ev¬ 
ery  meal  is  eaten  there.  We 
advertised  in  at  least  six  dif¬ 
ferent  local  publications 
and  went  to  reference  agen¬ 
cies  in  order  to  find  tenants, 
but  many  of  the  rooms  are 
still  empty,”  Montag  said. 
“It  the  rooms  remain  empty, 
there  is  no  way  for  us  to  re¬ 
cover  our  costs.  ” 

Diana  Bilovsky  of  Tenants 
Against  Conversion  told  the 
Guardian  that  if  the  owners 
of  the  Hotel  Victoria  are 
finding  it  difficult  to  fill 
their  rooms  with  permanent 
tenants,  “It’s  because  they’re 
charging  more  than  what 
most  residential  hotel  ten¬ 
ants  can  afford.”  A  tenant 
living  in  the  most  inexpen¬ 
sive  room  and  paying  for 
the  meal  plan  would  be  shel¬ 
ling  out  $380  a  month.  A 
1979  study  by  Public  Re¬ 
sponse  Associates  found  that 
the  median  monthly  income 
of  tenants  of  residential  ho¬ 
tels  that  year  was  $395.  Cit¬ 
ing  those  figures,  Bilovsky 
said,  “It’s  no  wonder  they 
can’t  fill  their  hotel.  They’re 
pricing  themselves  out  of 
the  market.” 

BANKRUPT 
ON  PAPER 

Hank  Wilson,  owner  of 
the  Ambassador  and  Zee 
Hotels  in  the  Tenderloin, 
told  the  Guardian,  “If  I  can’t 
convert  units  to  tourist  use, 
then  my  rents  have  to  go  up.  ” 
He  added  that  because  of 
rent  control,  “I  feel  like 
throwing  my  hands  in  the 
air.” 

“When  I  bought  these  ho¬ 
tels  [in  1977];  one  was  en¬ 
tirely  empty  and  the  other 
only  had  25  rooms  in  use,” 


he  said.  “Now  I  have  about 
200  tenants  in  the  two  hotels. 
W e  created  housing  when  it 
was  desirable,  and  now  I 
feel  I’m  being  penalized  for 
it.” 

Wilson  explained  that’ at 
times  he  rents  out  rooms  on 
a  transient  basis.  “I  have 
never  evicted  anyone  in  or¬ 
der  to  make  room  for  a  tour¬ 
ist,”  he  said.  “But  when  a 
room  becomes  available,  if 
someone  wants  to  rent  it  on 
a  daily  basis.  I’m  not  going 
to  turn  them  down.  ” 

Wilson  says  his  business 
is  struggling.  “If  you  look  at 
all  the  money  I  owe  in  taxes 
alone,  you  would  see  that 
I’m  probably  bankrupt  on 
paper,”  he  told  the  Guar¬ 
dian.  “I  feel  like  we’re  an 
extension  of  the  Public  Hous¬ 
ing  Authority.  ” 

Given  both  the  stabiliza¬ 
tion  ordinance  and  an  or¬ 
dinance  severely  curtailing 
conversion  of  residential  ho¬ 
tel  units,  “It’s  possible  that  I 
may  have  to  go  out  of  busi¬ 
ness,”  Wilson  said.  But  he 
added  that  he  may  begin 
charging  first  and  last  months’ 
rent  as  well  as  a  security  de¬ 
posit  to  prospective  tenants, 
neither  of  which  he  has 
required  in  the  past.  “If 
we’re  able  to  stay  in  busi¬ 
ness,  we  will  have  to  dras¬ 
tically  change  our  opera¬ 
tion.” 

The  residential  hotel  own¬ 
er  is  in  a  double  bind.  Rent 
control  prohibits  hefty  rent 
increases  for  current  tenants, 
prospective  tenants  can’t  af¬ 
ford  vastly  increased  month¬ 
ly  rents,  and  a  strong  anti¬ 
conversion  ordinance  pro¬ 
hibits  the  owners  from  con¬ 
verting  residential  rooms  to 
transient  use  (which  is  not 
covered  by  the  rent  law). 
Faced  by  this  combination 
of  market  and  governmental 
restrictions— the  latter  ne¬ 
cessary  to  keep  this  last  source 
of  cheap  housing  available

THE  CITY’S  ROLE? 

Traditionally,  supporters  of 
low-cost  housing  faced  with 
an  uncongenial  housing  mar¬ 
ket  have  turned  to  the  city  as  a 
landlord  and  funding  source 
of  last  resort.  Throughout  the 
last  two  decades,  the  federal 
government’s  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Develop¬ 
ment  has  subsidized  the  con¬ 
struction  and  rental  of  low- 
cost  housing,  using  federal  and 
state  funds. 

Not  surprisingly,  faced 
with  the  contradiction  be¬ 
tween  the  vital  need  for  low- 
cost  housing  in  a  city  with  an 


overall  residential  vacancy 
rate  of  1  %  —  far  below  the 
accepted  crisis  level  for  av¬ 
ailable  housing  —  and  the 
.seeming  impossibility  of  re¬ 
taining  residential  hotels  as 
viable  businesses,  eyes  are 
onee  again  being  turned 
toward  the  city. 

Russ  Flynn,  president  of 
TRI  Realtors  and  a  member 
of  the  San  Francisco  Rent 
Arbitration  Board,  told  the 
Guardian  that  in  order  for 
residential  hotels  to  be  re¬ 
tained  as  a  low-income  hous¬ 
ing  source,  “The  city  has  to 
do  it.  The  city  has  to  make 
the  decision  that  it  wants  to 
maximize  the  number  of  un¬ 
its  in  residential  hotels  for 
low -income  use.”  Flynn, 
whose  company  is,  among 


other  things,  in  the  business 
of  condominium  conversions, 
says  that  the  city  should  firm 
up  the  fee  supposedly  charged 
to  converters  of  apartment 
units  to  condominiums  so 
that  those  proceeds  can  go 
to  the  renovation  of  residen¬ 
tial  hotel  units. 

But  the  likelihood  of  the 
city  of  San  Francisco,  left 
virtually  destitute  by  Prop. 
13  and  with  a  city  govern¬ 
ment  far  more  responsive  to 
monied  property-owners  and( 
corporate  leaders  than  to 
neighborhood  activists  and 
tenants,  undertaking  a  suc¬ 
cessful  comprehensive  low- 
cost  housing  program  is  slim . 
If  the  residential  hotels  are 
to  be  preserved  as  low-cost

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housing,  there  must  be  an¬ 
other  way. 

THE  NONPROFITS 

In  the  last  few  years,  several 
nonprofit  agencies  have  pur¬ 
chased  residential  hotels  and 
retained  them  as  homes  for 
low- income  San  Francis¬ 
cans.  A  close  look  at  some  of 
these  hotels  reveals  the  effi¬ 
cacy  of  alternative  owner¬ 
ship  schemes  as  a  way  of 
maintaining  residential  ho¬ 
tels  for  low- income  housing. 
For  example: 

•  The  Cadillac  Hotel  (380 
Eddy  St.):  This  159-unit  ho¬ 
tel  was  purchased  by  Reality 
House  West  (RHW),  a  non¬ 
profit  social  service  agency, 
in  1977.  Instead  of  paying 
cash  down  at  time  of  pur¬ 
chase,  RHW  assumed  two 
outstanding  mortgages  on 
the  property.  One,  for 
$200,000,  is  still  being  re¬ 
paid  to  a  former  own<!r  at  a 
6%  annual  interest  rate^ 

According  to  RHW’s  Rich¬ 
ard  Livingston,  when  the 
group  bought  the  facility, 
only  45  rooms  were  both  hab¬ 
itable  and  occupied.  Today, 
with  the  assistance  of  foun¬ 
dation  and  CETA  funding. 
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every  room  in  the  hotel  is  oc¬ 
cupied  by  low-income  resi¬ 
dents.  In  addition,  the  build¬ 
ing  contains  Newman  Gym, 
one  of  the  oldest  function¬ 
ing  boxing  gymnasiums  in 
the  city,  as  well  as  three  store¬ 
fronts,  the  rents  from  which 
help  cover  the  cost  of  the 
hotel’s  upkeep. 

Asked  whether  RHW’s  ex¬ 
perience  with  the  Cadillac 
Hotel  was  possible  only  be¬ 
cause  of  low  interest  rates 
and  the  availability  of  CETA 
and  foundation  funds,  Liv¬ 
ingston  maintains  it  is  pos¬ 
sible  to  develop  a  hotel  in  the 
same  way  today.  “What  it 
takes  is  an  agency  commit¬ 
ted  to  the  use  of  residential 
hotels  for  low- income  citi¬ 
zens,”  Livingston  said.  “Even 
back  in  1977,  most  people 
thought  we  were  crazy  and 
only  picking  up  a  headache. 
Weshowedweean doit,  and

Clay  St.):  This  88-unit  hotel

lies  right  smack  in  prime  real 
estate  development  territory. 
It  is  just  one-half  block  from 
the  Transamerica  pyramid 
and  the  hole  in  the  ground 
that  used  to  be  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Hotel,  and  several  de¬ 
velopers  have  tried  to  acquire 
all  the  properties  on  that 
square  block  for  develop¬ 
ment  as  a  highrise  office  build¬ 
ing.  Fortunately,  the  Chinese 
Community  Housing  Cor¬ 
poration  (CCHC)  was  able 
to  nip  any  such  plans  in  the 
bud  when  it  recently  ac¬ 
quired  the  Clayton  Hotel. 

CCHC’s  Fei  Tsen  told  the 
Guardian  that  her  nonprofit 
agency’s  purchase  offer  was 
based  on  what  the  hotel’s 
residents  could  pay.  “We 
started  with  how  much  rent 
people  could  afford.  From 
that  we  determined  we  could 
raise  $700,000  over  a  seven- 
year  period.  Since  the  pur¬ 
chase  price  was  $1,3  million, 
we  decided  to  make  a  $600, 000 
down  payment,”  she  said.

The  agency  will 
soon  build  a  communal  kit¬ 
chen,  new  showers  and  bath¬ 
rooms  on  each  floor,  which 
will  reduce  the  number  of 
rooms  available  to  83.  In 
addition,  CCHC  plans  to 
sponsor  regular  social  and 
food  programs  and  rent  out 
the  basement  of  the  hotel  to 
the  Manilatown  Senior  Cen¬ 
ter  at  a  low  cost.  'This  will  be 
the  first  residential  hotel  to  be 
owned,  rehabilitated  and 
managed  by  a  nonprofit  cor¬ 
poration  in  Chinatown, "Tsen

•The  Aarti  Hotel  (Ellis  and 
Leavenworth):  This  51-room 
hotel  has  been  vacant  since 
1976,  when  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  closed  it 
down  for  code  violations.

together,  the  Catholic  order 
intends  to  set  up  a  nonprofit 
agency  that  will  take  control 
of  ,the  building  from  Fran¬ 
ciscan  Charities.  The  hotel 
will  be  managed  by  the  ten¬ 
ants  as  a  cooperative, 

Lauderbach  told  the  Guar¬ 
dian  it  will  be  cheaper  to 
maintain  the  hotel  if  it  is 
owned  by  a  nonprofit  agen¬ 
cy  than  a  tenant  cooperative, 
because  of  preferential  tax 
treatment  of  nonprofits. 

Rehabilitation  of  the  ho¬ 
tel  has  already  begun,  Lau¬ 
derbach  said,  with  labor  pro¬ 
vided  by  tenants  of  other 
residential  hotels  who  will 
eventually  move  into  the 
Aarti.  The  funds  are  coming 
from  two  sources:  low- inter¬ 
est  loans  from  the  city  and 
market-rate  loans  from  banks. 
Altogether,  he  estimated,  the 
project  will  cost  $550,000 
and  provide  40  units  of  low- 
income  housing.  According 
to  Lauderbach,  tenants  will 
be  moving  into  the  hotel  "be¬ 
fore  Christmas. " 

A  STRANGE 
PARTNERSHIP? 

The  examples  of  the  Cad¬ 
illac,  Clayton  and  Aarti  Ho¬ 
tels  notwithstanding,  many 


housing  activists  contacted 
by  the  Guardian  say  it  is  be¬ 
coming  more  difficult  to  raise 
the  money  necessary  to  fund 
such  alternative  ownership 
schemes.  Pointing  to  the  ef¬ 
fects  of  Prop.  1 3  on  the  city’s 
budget  and  the  Reagan  cuts 
in  housing  subsidy  and  CETA 
programs,  some  think  the 
public  sector  is  no  longer 
capable  of  subsidizing  low- 
income  housing.  Given  the 
increasing  scarcity  of  public 
subsidies,  the  plan  most  of¬ 
ten  advanced  by  housing  ac¬ 
tivists  contacted  by  the  Guar¬ 
dian  involves  an  innovative 
partnership  between  private 
investors  and  a  nonprofit 
agency. 

The  plan  is  based  on  tax 
shelters  offered  in  three  areas. 
A  private  profitmaking  part¬ 
nership  can  claim  tax  deduc¬ 
tions  for  the  rehabilitation  of 
low- income  rental  housing, 
for  contributions  to  nonprofit 
agencies  and  for  the  restora¬ 
tion  of  buildings  considered 
to  be  of  historical  significance. 

Brad  Paul  of  the  National 
Trust  for  Historic  Preserva¬ 
tion  estimates  that  90%  of 
San  Francisco’s  residential 
hotels  qualify  either  as  local 
landmarks  or  for  listing  in

the  National  Register  of  His¬ 
toric  Places.  Either  qualifi¬ 
cation,  Paul  notes,  would 
make  an  investor  eligible  for 
historic  preservation  tax  ben¬ 
efits. 

The  scheme  works  in  the 
following  way:  a  group  of 
not  more  than  ten  investors, 
all  falling  in  a  50%  or  higher 
income  tax  bracket  (that  is, 
with  taxable  incomes  of 
$35,000-$50,000  or  more), 
buys  a  residential  hotel.  The 
limited  partnership  then 
leases  the  hotel  to  a  nonprofit 
agency  at  a  nominal  fee.  The 
partnership  also  picks  up  the 
cost  of  renovating  the  build¬ 
ing.  The  entire  cost— pur¬ 
chase  and  renovation  —  is 
claimed  as  a  tax  deduction 
by  the  partners  over  a  five- 
year  period. 

According  to  Paul,  if  each 
partner  is  in  a  50%  tax  brack¬ 
et,  the  total  return  on  the  in¬ 
vestment  in  tax  savings  would 
amount  to  about  25%  .  At 
the  end  of  the  five  years,  when 
the  tax  shelters  have  run  out, 
the  partnership  sells  the 
building  to  the  nonprofit  ag¬ 
ency  at  a  fraction  of  its  then- 
current  value.  The  difference 
between  the  building’s  sale 
price  and  its  market  value  is

then  considered  a  contribu¬ 
tion  to  a  nonprofit  group, 
and  the  entire  amount  can 
be  deducted  from  taxes  paid. 

“This  is  one  of  the  best  tax 
loopholes  still  available," 
Paul  told  the  Guardian. 
“What  it  comes  down  to  is 
that  it  is  a  good  tax  shelter 
for  those  who  want  to  rehab¬ 
ilitate  low- income  rental 
housing.  It  allows  for  a  re¬ 
turn  on  investment  of  25% 
or  more,  and  it’s  something 
the  investor  can  be  proud  of. 
At  least  they’re  doing  some¬ 
thing  for  the  community.  ’’ 

THE  PRESSURE’S  ON 

At  the  moment,  the  fate  of 
a  strong  ordinance  control¬ 
ling  the  removal  of  residen¬ 
tial  hotel  rooms  from  the 
city’s  housing  stock  through 
their  conversion  to  tourist 
rooms  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Supervisors.  Strongly  lob¬ 
bied  by  hotel  owner  inter¬ 
ests,  the  Board  seems  present¬ 


ly  inclined  to  go  with  the 
more  permissive  ordinance 
provided  by  the  office  of 
City  Attorney  George  Agnost 
—  an  ordinance  that,  tenant 
activists  warn,  could  lead  to 
wholesale  conversions.  But 
determined  citizen  pressure 
on  Sups.  Hongisto,  Kenne¬ 
dy,  Silver  and  Ward  could 
swing  the  vote  the  other  way. 

Even  if  the  strong  ordi¬ 
nance  passes,  though,  it  is 
merely  the  first  step.  Both 
hotel  owner  and  tenant  fac¬ 
tions  agree  that  residential 
hotels  probably  cannot  sur¬ 
vive  as  businesses.  The  next 
step  appears  to  be  some  at¬ 
tempt  to  create  within  the 
city  a  technical  assistance 
program  to  facilitate  the  ac¬ 
quisition  of  these  hotels  by 
nonprofit  and  resident  groups 
whose  primary  interests  are 
retaining  them  as  inexpen¬ 
sive  housing  for  the  San 
Franciscans  for  whom  they 
are  the  only  choice  left.  ■

A  solution  to 
the  pasta  crisis

Flaccid  fettucine.  Mushy 

manicotti.  Limp  lasagne.  These 
are  the  words  being  whispered 
among  worried  pasta  produeers. 
It's  no  secret  that  noodle  manu¬ 
facturers  may  be  in  serious  trouble.  Last 
year's  severe  drought  in  North  Dakota  dam¬ 
aged  the  hard  red  durum-wheat  crop,  which 
is  responsible  for  some  of  the  best,  chewieirt 
pasta  in  the  world. 

Highly  prized  by  noodle  makers  who  grind 
it  into  semolina  flour,  durum  is  the  toughest 
and  purest  of  all  wheats.  Paradoxically, 
though  this  ancient  grain  is  the  progenitor  of 
modem  bread  wheat,  the  golden,  superfine 
flour  it  produces  is  unsuitable  for  baking. 
.Stack  up  a  few  dozen  loaves  of  durum  bread, 
plant  a  little  ivy  between  them,  and  you  have 
yourself  a  brick  wall.  Durum  simply  refuses 
to  rise  off  the  ground.  However,  this  tough¬ 
ness  is  especially  desirable  in  a  pasta,  which  is 
at  its  finest  when  cooked  al  dente,  a  degree  of 
doneness  that  is  firm  to  the  bite  but  with  no 
discernible  flavor  of  flour. 

Normally  about  125  million  bushels  of 
durum  a  year.  North  Dakota's  output  for 
1980  was  cut  in  half,  reducing  worldwide 
availability  and  causing  prices  to  skyrocket. 
Expected  to  carry  over  through  this  year,  the 
diminished  supply  will  continue  to  push  costs 
higher  until  market  conditions  stabilize.  Un¬ 
certainty  about  the  crop's  short-term  future 
has  induced  noodle  companies  to  consider 
mixing  inferior  hard  red  wheats  with  the  ex¬ 
cellent  semolina  flour.  Once  poor  wheat  is 
introduced  into  a  pasta,  it  will  lose  much  of 
its  firmness  when  boiled,  resulting  in  a  noo¬ 
dle  as  droopy  as  a  mop  after  a  hard  day  on  the 
floor.  And  in  this  case  consumers  cannot  turn 
to  an  imported  product  when  ours  fails:  Ital¬ 
ians  also  rely  on  durum  for  their  favorite  pas¬ 
ta. 

What  to  do  when  the  sog  sets  in?  Make 
your  own,  of  course.  While  semolina  flour 
ensures  tastier  pasta  that  will  retain  its  resili¬ 
ency  during  cooking,  when  it’s  unavailable, 
ordinary,  all-purpose  flour — the  same  stuff 
that  brings  you  that  awful  bread  that’s  baked 
while  you  sleep— will  do  just  fine.  You  will 
be  forgiven  for  asking  what  makes  a  run-of- 
the-mill  ingredient  acceptable  in  your  own 
kitchen  but  not  in  a  cardboard  box.  Let  me 
say  that  velvety  egg  noodles,  prepared  from 
scratch  and  eaten  shortly  thereafter,  have  a 


tender  succulence  that  can  compensate  for 
the  absence  of  semolina.  To  the  homemade 
pasta  add  melted  butter  and  freshly  grated 
Parmesan  cheese,  and  you  will  have  entered 
an  altered  state  of  noodle  nirvana,  a  frame  of 
mind  packaged  pasta— semolina  or  no— 
rarely  inspires. 

Pasta  all’uovo  (fresh  egg  pasta); 

Ingredients  {(or  14ounces,  serves4to6): 

approximately  2%  cups  semolina  or  all-pur¬ 
pose  flour 
3  large  eggs 

approximately  ‘A  cup  flour  for  dusting  the 

work  surface  and  dough 
7  quarts  water 
2  tablespoons  salt 
1  tablespoon  olive  oil 
Utensils: 

Large  marble,  formica  or  wooden  work  sur¬ 
face 

pastry  scraper  or  metal  spatula 
earthenware  or  glass  mixing  bow  I 
pasta  rolling  pin  or  pasta  machine 
sharpened  kitchen  knife 
wooden  dowel  or  large  cotton  towel 
deep  kettle 
wooden  pasta  fork 

1.  Combiningthe  flour  and  eggS: 

Place  the  flour  on  the  work  surface.  Make 
a  well  in  the  center  large  enough  to  hold  the 
eggs.  If  making  a  vegetable  pasta  (see  Varia¬ 
tions),  place  the  cooked,  chopped  vegetable 
into  the  well  with  the  eggs.  Beat  the  eggs  with 
a  fork  until  they  are  liquidy.  Slowly  incor¬ 
porate  the  flour  from  the  inside  walls  of  the 
well  with  the  eggs.  When  a  very  heavy  paste 
forms,  scrape  the  fork  clean;  using  your  fin¬ 
gertips  and  the  palm  of  one  hand,  quickly 
mix  in  the  remaining  flour  to  make  a  crumbly 
paste.  Set  the  doughy  mass  aside. 

2.  Kneading  the  dough: 

Those  who  have  a  food  processor.  Kitchen 
Aid  or  electric  pasta  machine  will  not  have  to 
do  this  step  by  hand. 

Scrape  the  work  surface  clean  with  the 
pastry  scraper  or  metal  spatula.  Wash  and 
dry  your  hands.  Lightly  flour  the  work  sur¬ 
face.  Return  the  dough  to  the  surface  and 
start  to  knead  it,  adding  flour  as  needed  to 
prevent  dough  from  sticking  to  the  hand. 
Add  any  additional  flour  gradually,  to  keep 
the  dough  manageable.  Knead  the  mass  by 
pushing  against  it  with  the  heels  of  your 
palms  several  times,  turning  the  dough  a 
complete  half-circle.  Fold  in  half  and  repeat 
the  kneading  motion  for  at  least  lOminutes. 

The  dough  is  ready  when  it  is  completely 
smooth  and  as  ^pple  as  clay.  If  the  dough  is 
to  be  rolled  by  hand  with  a  pasta  rolling  pin. 


dust  it  lightly  with  flour  and  place  it  under  an 
upsidedown  mixing  bowl  to  rest  for  at  least 
15  minutes  and  up  to  two  hours.  Otherwise, 
proceed  to  step  5. 

3.  To  roll  the  dough  by  hand: 

Lightly  flour  the  work  surface  and  place 
the  rested  dough  in  the  center.  Roll  the  pin 
back  and  forth  over  the  top  of  the  dough  un¬ 
til  it  is  flattened  and  longer  than  it  is  wide. 
Turn  the  dough  45  degrees  and  roll  it  until 
the  width  is  about  equal  to  the  length.  Flour 
the  dough  lightly,  then  turn  it  over  and  re¬ 
peat  the  process.  Repeat  the  rolling  and  turn¬ 
ing  procedures  about  four  or  five  times. 
When  the  pasta  sheet  becomes  too  large  to 
flip  over  easily,  wrap  it  around  the  pin  and 
unwrap  it,  flipping  it  over  onto  the  opposite 
side.  Roll  from  the  middle  to  the  edges  to 
make  sure  all  ends  are  even.  The  sheet  should 
be  a  uniform  thickness  about  1/ 16  to  1/32  of 
an  inch.  Place  on  a  lightly  floured  cotton 
towel  to  dry  a  bit  before  cutting. 

4.  Cutting  the  noodles  into  fettuccine  or  tag- 

liatelle: 

Dust  the  dough  lightly  with  flour  and  roll 
it  up  like  a  jelly  roll.  W  ith  the  knife,  cut  it  into 
thin  noodles.  (Tagliatelle  should  be  about 
1/32  of  an  inch  thick  and  about  3/8  of  an  inch 
wide.  Fettuccine  should  be  a  little  thicker, 
about  1/ 16  to  1/8  of  an  inch  thick  and  Vi  inch 
wide.)  Immediately  after  cutting,  unravel  the 
noodles  and  drape  them  over  the  dowel  or  lay 
them  on  the  cotton  cloth  to  dry  slightly.  Pro¬ 
ceed  to  step  7. 

5.  To  knead  dough  on  a  hand-iranked  pasta 

machine: 

Divide  the  dough  into  three  equal  por¬ 
tions.  Keep  any  dough  with  which  you're  not 
working  under  an  upsidedown  mixing  bowl 
to  prevent  it  from  drying  out.  Lightly  dust 
the  portion  of  dough  being  used  with  flour. 
W  ith  the  pasta  rollers  set  on  the  widest  open¬ 
ing,  run  the  dough  through  the  rollers.  Dust 
lightly  with  flour  and  fold  each  end  to  the 
middle  to  shorten  the  length.  Dust  lightly 
with  flour  and  pass  through  the  rollers  again. 
At  this  point,  the  dough  may  still  be  lumpy 
and  mottled.  Repeat  the  folding  and  rolling 
process,  dusting  with  flour  if  the  dough  is  too 
sticky.  When  the  dough  is  completely  smooth 
and  supple,  tighten  the  rollers  a  notch  and 
pass  it  through  the  rollers,  tightening  after 
each  run-through.  Dust  with  flour  when  nec¬ 
essary.  When  the  dough  is  as  thin  as  desired, 
spread  the  sheet  of  pasta  on  a  cotton  towel  or 
hang  it  on  the  dowel.  Repeat  the  procedure 
with  remaining  dough, 

6.  Cutting  the  noodles  on  the  pasta  machine:

The  chart  below  (updat¬

friends.  It  is  neither  definitive 
nor  final.  I  don’t  want  it  to  substitute  for  your 
own  experience  or  taste  preferences.  For 
those  whose  experience  and  knowledge  are 
limited,  however,  or  for  the  experimentally 
inclined,  this  chart  can  provide  assistance  in 
steering  a  course  through  the  massive  variety 
of  wines  in  many  stores.

When  the  dough  is  no  longer  tacky,  pass 
it  through  the  desired  cutting  edges.  Most 
home-cranked  pasta  machines  will  cut  two 
noodles —  tagliatelle  and  the  narrower  taglie- 
rini. 

1.  Finishing  the  drying  of  the  noodles: 

Dry  the  noodles  for  an  hour.  Cook  them 
immediately  or  store  in  the  refrigerator  for 
up  to  24  hours  before  cooking.  Or  dry  them 
completely  and  store  them  in  paper  bags  in  a 
cool,  dry  place.  Cooking  them  while  they  are 
still  wet  is  considered  the  most  flavorful 
method. 

8.  Cookingthe  pasta: 

Place  the  water  in  the  kettle  and  bring  it  to 
a  rapid  boil.  Add  the  salt  and  the  oil.  Gently 
lower  the  pasta  into  the  water,  pushing  it 
down  with  a  long  utensil  until  it  is  totally  sub¬ 
merged.  Be  sure  to  keep  the  heat  high  enough 
to  keep  the  water  boiling.  Fresh  pasta  cooks 
very  quickly,  so  fork  out  a  strand  frequently 
to  test  for  doneness.  Ideally,  it  should  be 
cooked  until  al.dente,  firm  to  the  bite.  Fork 
the  cooked  pasta  into  a  warm  bowl  a  little  at 
a  time,  working  rapidly  and  letting  the  water 
drain  off  into  the  kettle  as  the  noodles  are  re- 
”moved.  Add  .sauce  as  desired. 

Variations: 

Spinach  or  beet  pasta:  Add  5  ounces  cooked 
and  finely  chopped  spinach  or  beets.  Add 
more  flour  as  necessary. 

Tomato  pasta:  Add  6  tablespoons  tomato 
paste  (preferably  imported).  Add  more  flour 
asnecessary.  ■

rock  number,  “Graveyard  Rock,”  probes  the  social  dis¬ 
integration  of  hisold  Brooklyn  neighborhood. 

Yet  Jeffreys’s  social  awareness  doesn’t  preclude  his 
making  boisterous,  happy  music,  skanking  merrily 
about  the  stage  and  making  repeated  forays  into  the 
audience.  Although  these  excursions,  and  the  occasion¬ 
ally  overlong  Van  Morrison-style  autobiographical  raps 
he  injected  into  his  songs  tended  to  diffuse  his  impact, 
by  the  time  Jeffreys  and  the  Rumour  got  to  uproarious 
rockers  like  “96Tears”  and  ‘R.O.C.K.,”  the  entire  sold- 
out  audience  was  on  its  feet,  standing  on  chairs  if  neces¬ 
sary,  screaming  and  dancing  its  approval. 

In  the  Rumour,  Jeffreys  has  found  a  perfect  comple¬ 
ment  to  his  multi-faceted  music.  With  Graham  Parker, 
on  their  own  three  “solo”  albums,  and  in  the  music  sev-

n  Linda  Thornburg’s  new  play,  Leap  of  Faith, 
we  are  confronted  with  the  duo  of  Louise  and 


Waldorf,  May  22. 

As  we  all  know,  commercial  success  does 
not  always  go  hand-in-hand  with  ability 
or  talent.  Particularly  in  the  trendy,  cxm- 
tinuously  changing  world  of  popular 
music,  one  is  repeatedly  surprised  by  the 
lack  of  popular  recognition  afforded  to  the  most  deserv¬ 
ing. 

Garland  Jeffreys  has  been  putting  out  record  albums 
for  eight  years,  but  only  with  his  recent  Escape  Artist 
(Epic)  has  the  Brooklyn,  New  York  singer-songwriter 
found  a  niche  with  a  new  rock  and  reggae  style.  Aided 
superbly  by  the  Rumour,  Graham  Parker’s  former 
band,  the  currently  dreadlocked  Jeffreys  played  an  ex¬ 
hilarating  90-minute  set  at  the  Old  Waldorf  May  22nd 
that  brought  together  his  new  sound  with  some  of  his 
best  older  rock  songs  (“Wild  In  The  Streets,”  “Ccx)l 
Down  Boy,”  “35  mm  Dreams”). 

“My  music  is  representative  of  my  black  and  Cauca¬ 
sian  heritage,”  Jeffreys  says,  and  in  their  form  and  lyri¬ 
cal  exmtent,  his  generally  personal  songs  have  explored 
his  being  both  a  part  of  and  distanced  from  these  two 
cultures.  One  new  reggae  tune  he  performed,  “Miami 
Beach,”  is  the  most  eloquent  protest  song  I’ve  heard 
about  last  year’s  Liberty  City  rebellion,  while  a  fast  ska-

eral  members  made  with  old  bands  before  hooking  up 
with  Parker,  the  members  of  the  Rumour  have  d  emonstra- 
ted  a  facility  not  only  for  reggae,  but  for  a  wide  variety 
of  rock  styles.  In  Jeffreys’s  set,  the  counterpointing  gui¬ 
tar  playing  of  Brinsley  Schwarz  and  Martin  Belmont  set 
a  formidable  standard  for  both  subtle  accompaniment 
and  standout  solo  work. 

It  almost  goes  without  saying  that  the  Rumour’s  own 
opening  set,  taken  largely  from  its  latest  album.  Purity 
of  Essence  (Hannibal),  was  a  model  for  tight  ensemble 
playing.  1  must  admit  that  I  have  regarded  the  Rumour 
as  the  single  best  rock  band  in  the  world  since  first  hear¬ 
ing  Graham  Parker’s  f/oic/in  ’  Wind  LP  in  1976,  and  1 
wasn’t  disappointed  despite  the  absence  of  a  bonafide 
lead  vocalist.  The  group’s  original  songs  were  cjuite 
compelling,  and  the  covers,  particularly  the  old  Love 
hit,  “Little  Red  Book,”  and  an  astounding  revisionist 
treatment  of  Abba’s  (!!)  “SOS,”  showed  a  vivid  inter¬ 
pretive  imagination. 

Although  theentire  show  was  a  delight,  a  bitter  irony 
accompanied  it.  With  the  Rumour’s  expert  assistance. 
Garland  Jeffreys’s  career  has  opened  up  at  last,  and  he 
seems  to  be  finding  the  largest  and  most  receptive  audi¬ 
ences  he’s  ever  had.  For  the  Rumor,  Jjowever,  the  Jef¬ 
freys  tour  apjjears  to  be  the  end  of  the  line.  The  com¬ 
bination  of  poor  record  sales  and  internal  disharmony 
will  probably  make  this  tour  its  final  one  as  a  unit.  The 
gixid  news  is  that  in  all  likelihood  some  of  the  band 
members  will  return  to  playing  with  Graham  Parker. 
Yet  the  group’s  demise  will  leave  anunfillablevoidforall 
who  found  in  its  democratic,  group-oriented  playing 
the  noblest  expression  of  rock  and  roll  as  a  collective  en¬ 
deavor.  ■

opener  as  petite  pet  reptile 
Ramone  is  dispatched  down 
the  toilet  in  the  first  flush  of  the 
action.  Twelve  years  later,  dis¬ 
membered  humans  start  sur¬ 
facing  in  the  city's  sewers.  Little 
Ramone  is  now  a  lazily  eye^ 
opening  30  feet  long,  plumbing 
the  depths  of  the  sewage  sys¬ 
tem  and  conglomerate  boss 
Dean  dagger’s  research  com¬ 
pany's  size-increasing  chemi¬ 
cal  waste,  and  chomping  on 
whatever  unsuspecting  edibles 
come  his  way.

dies,  both  no-nos,  so  that  what 
began  as  a  movie  with  a  certain 
bite  to  it  ends  up  as  an  emotion¬ 
ally  confusing  albeit  explosive 
experience  on  a  less  than  snap¬ 
py  descending  scale.

High  Risk 

At  movie’s  opening  James  Bro- 
lin  iS'  recruiting  Bruce  Davison, 
Cleavon  Little  and  Chick  Ven- 
nera  in  a  mysterious  South 
American  mission.  Ah,  it's  an 
action  thriller.  Then  why  are 
they  taking  along  that  adorable 
little  white  poodle  in  the  cute 
pink  ribbon?  Is  it  really  a  com¬ 
edy?  That  would  explain  how 
they're  able  to  stroll  into  dope 
dealer  James  Coburn's  palatial 
Colombian  villa  in  broad  day¬ 
light,  armed  to  the  teeth  and  get 
to  his  safe  without  a  soul  seeing 
them.  It  would  also  help  explain 
why  two  of  Coburn's  men  put  on 
funny  glasses  to  shoot  at  the 
foursome  when  they're  escap¬ 
ing  with  $5  million.  But  if  it's  a 
comedy,  why  are  so  many  peo¬ 


ple  killed  in  shootouts  and  two 
of  the  four  wounded?  And  if  it’s 
not,  why  does  villainous  bandit 
leader  Anthony  Quinn  who's  al¬ 
so  after  the  money  have  a  funny 
toothache?  Next  to  last  ques¬ 
tion;  why  does  Lindsay  Wagner 
have  such  a  small  part?  Last 
question,  why  on  earth  did  they 
make  this  terrible  movie?  (Al¬ 
hambra,  SF) 

Alambrista 

In  dealing  with  the  plight  of  the 
illegal  alien,  Robert  M.  Young's 
first  film  touches  on  many  of  its 
tragic  aspects  with  a  touch  that 
is  a  tad  light.  His  protagonist, 
desperately  poor  and  desper¬ 
ate  young  husband  and  new 
father  Domingo  Ambriz,  leaves 
his  family  to  find  a  future  in 
America.  Luck  is  with  him  as  he 
sneaks  into  California  and  el¬ 
udes  the  border  patrol,  finds 
work,  forms  a  fleeting  friend¬ 
ship  with  gringo-ways-teacher 
and  extremely  engaging  Trini¬ 
dad  Silva,  and  enters  into  a  re¬ 
lationship  with  a  young  wait¬ 
ress.  A  raid  by  immigration 
authorities  sends  him  back  to 
Mexico  and  the  cycle  starts 
over,  tougher  this  time,  and 
Ambriz's  luck  and  ambition  die 
together.  A  gripping  theme,  but 
by  leaving  vital  questions  unan¬ 
swered — how  will  the  wife  li  ve? 
How  does  Ambriz  get  job  after 
job  with  apparent  ease? — and 
adding  a  contrived  paternal 


scene  and  one  of  the  quickest 
births  on  record  at  the  end. 
Young’s  lack  of  detail  turns  a 
promising  work  into  a  less  than 
vital  experience.  (Roxie,  SF) 

The  Adventures  of  Picasso 

How  do  you  like  your  humor? 
Droll?  Insane?  Hysterical?  Un¬ 
derstated?  Bizarre?  Whatever 
your  preference  it'll  be  in  Tage 
Danielsson's  inspired  show  of 
Swedish  lunacy,  couched  in 
some  of  the  cleverest  concepts 
imaginable.  A  hint  of  what  to  ex¬ 
pect  is  given  in  the  opening  cre¬ 
dits:  "Picasso's  pictures  paint¬ 
ed  by  Per  Ahlin,"  and  a  dis¬ 
claimer  of  any  connection  with 
reality,  the  truest  statement  the 
film  makes.  As  Picasso,  Gosta 
Ekman  progresses  from  preco¬ 
cious  infant  creativity  with 
mashed  potatoes  to  art  school 
in  Madrid  (his  train  departure  is 
a  classic  in  sight  gags),  and 
goes  on  to  other  adventures  in 
Paris  and  London  accompanied 
by  the  likes  of  Gertrude  Stein 
and  Alice  B.  Toklas  (played  by 
men)  and  many  of  the  cultured 
coterie  of  the  time.  Among  the 
many  high  points  is  an  eye-mop- 
pingly  risible  rendition  of  a  La 
Boheme  aria,  but  all  of  them 
are  equally  enhanced  by  the  ex¬ 
cellent  acting,  the  quietly  witty 
narration,  and  an  overall  look 
best-described  as  picture  per¬ 
fect.  Don't  miss  it.  (Opens  6/5; 
Cannery,  SF)  ■ 


I  Emmy.  Portrayed  by  Lisa  Seldes  and  Lisa  Mc¬ 
Millan,  Louise  and  Emmy  are  lovers  who  literal¬ 
ly  never  get  out  of  bed.  Because  society  thinks 
of  homosexuals  only  in  terms  of  the  renegade  sexual 
acts  they  perform,  the  women  have  decided  to  defy 
the  world  and  spend  their  lives  in  the  sack.  (I  think 
John  and  Yoko  came  at  this  from  another  direction  a 
few  years  ago.) 

So  Emmy  and  Louise  swim  in  bed,  cook  and  eat  in 
bed,  write  in  bed,  dance  cheek  to  cheek  in  bed,  and 
eventually  break  up  in  bed.  Along  the  way,  we  get  a 
lecture  about  the  confining  stereotypes  straights  have  of 
gay  people,  and  we  see  Emmy  grapple  with  whether  to 
stay  in  fantasy-bed-land  or  go  back  to  her  husband  and 
worried  family. 

There’s  nothing  wrong  with  the  message  of  this  play, 
and  it  does  have  some  fun  props  and  bits  of  business, 
but  it  was  all  so  elementary  and  cute  that  I  never  got 
very  involved.  Does  everything  have  to  be  so  earnestly 
explained,  particularly  when  one  is  hearing  nothing 
very  new?  Thornburg  is  a  clever  writer,  I  just  wish  she 
had  plunged  in  a  little  more  than  inch-deep,  and  that 
the  actors  didn’t  feel  the  necessity  to  indicate  every¬ 
thing  so  broadly.  The  entr’acte  music — mostly  by  Fred 
Astaire  and  Billie  Holiday  songs — was,  however,  de¬ 
lightful.

A  milestone  for  a 
community  orchestra 

JULIA  CHEEVER 

THE  TRANSFIGURATION  OF  OUR  LORD  JESUS 

CHRIST.  By  Olivier  Messiaen.  Presented  by  the  Berkeley  Sym¬ 
phony  Orchestra  at  Davies  Hall,  SF,  May  28. 


Th  e  West  Coast  premiere  of  Olivier  Messiaen’s 
La  Transfiguration  de  Notre-Seigneur  fesus- 
Christ  (“The  Transfiguration  of  Our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ”)  by  the^rkeley  Symphony  Or¬ 
chestra  at  Davies  Hall  on  May  28th  was  a 
triple  event  in  the  music  world  here.  First,  it  was  the 
group’s  inaugural  performance  in  the  San  Francisco 
symphony  hall,  marking  a  milestone  in  the  artistic  de¬ 
velopment  of  this  community  orchestra  (known  until 
January  as  the  Berkeley  Promenade  Orchestra)  under 
conductor  Kent  Nagano  for  the  past  three  seasons. 
Second,  it  was  the  West  Coast’s  first  hearing  of  a 
difficult  and  rarely  performed  piece  the  noted  French 
composer  considers  one  of  his  most  important  works. 
And  finally,  the  undertaking  met  with  the  72-year-old 
Messiaen’s  approval  to  such  an  extent  that  he  made  a 
rare  trip  to  the  U.S.  to  coach  the  orchestra  and  be 
present  at  the  performance,  Messiaen’s  wife,  the  pian¬ 
ist  Yvonne  Loriod,  who  played  in  the  premiere  of 
the  piece  in  Lisbon  in  1969,  also  came  to  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  to  take  part  as  the  piano  soloist. 

As  Nagano  told  the  story  in  a  preview  lecture,  he 
has  been  specializing  in  the  study  and  presentation  of 
Messiaen  works  and  had  been  sending  the  composer

tapes  of  other  Messiaen  pieces  performed  by  the  or¬ 
chestra.  When  he  told  Messiaen  that  the  orchestra 
planned  to  do  Transfiguration,  the  composer  replied 
with  an  offer  to  provide  advice  during  preparation 
and  the  suggestion  that  Loriod  was  available  to  take 
the  piano  solo. 

The  two-hour-long  oratorio  is  an  extraordinary  and 
entirely  individualistic  piece,  rhythmically  and  har¬ 
monically  complex  and  filled  with  beautiful  melody 
and  lush  effects  built  partly  on  the  use  of  xylophones 
and  metallophones  and  the  composer’s  unique  tran¬ 
scriptions  of  bird  calls  for  various  instruments.  The 
text  is  made  up  of  Latin  excerpts  from  the  Bible  and 
other  sources,  and  like  many  of  this  Catholic  com- 
fxjser’s  works,  the  piece  is  deeply  imbued  with  his  re¬ 
ligious  fervor.  Some  of  his  characteristic  techniques, 
such  as  the  use  of  gamelan-like  metallophones  and 
Indian  rhythms,  presage  the  work  of  contemporary 
avant-garde  American  composers  who  have  been  in¬ 
fluenced  by  Asian  music.  But  Messiaen’s  combination 
of  these  techniques  with  other  elements  into  a  many¬ 
layered  entity  is  uniquely  his  own. 

The  piece  requires  an  orchestra  of  more  than  100 
players,  a  chorus  of  100  and  an  ensemble  of  seven 
solo  instruments.  To  fill  out  this  complement,  Nagano 
used  members  of  the  Prometheus  Symphony  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  Berkeley  orchestra,  the  Contra  Costa  Cho¬ 
rale  and  soloists  from  the  Bay  Area  in  addition  to 
Loriod.  The  performance — given  one  night  only  to  a 
nearly  sell-out  crowd — was  impressive,  but  not  out¬ 
standing.  Nagano  did  an  admirable  job  of  marshal¬ 
ing  the  large  forces  through  the  subtleties  of  the  piece, 
and  the  orchestra  and  soloists  generally  played  well. 
In  addition  to  Loriod,  percussionists  Ward  Spangler, 
David  Rosenthal  and  Ray  Froehlich  gave  especially 
good  performances.  But  the  chorus  sometimes  lacked 
refinement  in  dynamics  and  expression,  and  there 
were  moments  when  the  performance  lagged.  Still, 
there  were  many  enthralling  passages,  such  as  a  sec¬ 
tion  combining  marimba  and  xylorimba  with  the  calls 
of  mountain  birds,  a  series  of  descending  string  glis- 
sandos  representing  luminous  clouds  from  which  a 
divine  voice  speaks,  and  the  solemn  chorales  that  end¬ 
ed  each  half  of  the  piece.  Even  though  it  wasn’t  a 
perfect  performance,  the  intent  and  spirit  of  the  par¬ 
ticipants  and  the  presence  of  the  composer  made  it  a 
memorable  event.  •

Getting  back 
to  the  land 

ROBERT  ATKINS 

AMERICAN  PHOTOGRAPHERS  AND  THE 
NATIONAL  PARKS  ,  at  Ihe  Oakland  Museum  through  July  5. 

ARTISTS  IN  THE  AMERICAN  DESERT,  at  Kaiser 
Center,  Oakland,  Mon.-Fri.  through  June  20, 

The  roots  of  the  American  experience/ con¬ 
sciousness  are  embedded  in  American  soil. 
Historically  this  meant  Manifest  Destiny — a 
pseudo- religious  rationale  for  the  “libera¬ 
tion”  of  “unowned”  territory—  and  a  heritage 
of  real  e.state  speculation.  (Did  you  know  that  George 
Washington  and  the  other  founding  fathers  bought  up 
land  in  the  future  District  of  Griumbia  prior  to  the  an¬ 
nouncement  of  the  location  of  the  new  capitol  there?) 
Philosophically  it  meant  Emersonian  transcendentalism, 
the  spiritual  belief  that  God  lurked  in  every  rock  and 
butterfly.  Artistically  it  Ju.stified  the  rejection  of  the 
European  classical  heritage  and  helped  foster  an  attach¬ 
ment  to  the  earth  that  runs  so  deep  in  the  American 
psyche  that  Abstract  Expre.s.sioni.st  canva.ses  by  Jackson 
Pollack  et  al-  were,  for  many  years,  .seen  principallv  as 
landscape  compositions!  America — the  land  of  the  tree 
and  the  home  of  the  paved,  the  birthplace  of  national 
|3arks  and  of  .strip  mining. 

Two  current  shows  in  the  East  Bay  celebrate  the 
land:  Artists  In  the  American  Desert  and  American 
Photographers  and  the  National  Parks.  A  compendium 
of  205  prints  by  35  photographers  .spanning  1 20  years, 
American  Photographers  and  the  National  Parks  is  the 
photography  event  of  the  year.  It  includes  works  by 
numerous  photographers  we  don’t  normally  consider 
landscapists — Harry  Gallahan,  William  Glift,  Lee 
Friedlander,  William  Garnett,  Joel  Meverowitz,  John 
Pfahl  and  Jerry  Uelsmann,  to  name  a  few  —  as  well  as 
images  by  Ansel  Adams  and  other  conservation-minded 
purveyors  of  the  scenic.  This  exhibition  seems  both  an 
excuse  to  showcase  the  work  of  every  major  photog¬ 
rapher  who  ever  walked  into  (or  flew  over)  a  national 


park  and  a  demon.stration  of  the  ubiquity  of  wilderness 
imagery  in  American  photography. 

The  19th  century  pictures  are  chiefly  the  work  of  the 
ph()t(3-surveyors,  the  pioneers  who  literally  broke  new 
ground  with  these  images  of  .spectacular,  mostly  West¬ 
ern  American  scenery.  Garleton  Watkins,  William 
Jackson,  Eadweard  Muybridge  and  Timothy  O’Sulli¬ 
van  are  here,  along  with  less  well  known  photographers 
like  George  Fiske  and  William  Bell.  It  was  Watkins’s 
images  of  Yosemite  that  persuaded  President  Lincoln  of 
the  nece.s.sity  of  protecting  this  magnificent  valley  and 
eventually  resulted  in  the  creation  of  the  national  parks. 

What  I  find  most  intriguing  alx)ut  this  .show  is  the 
chance  to  compare  19th  century  pictures  of  Yo.semite, 
Yellow.stone  and  Ganyon  de  Ghelly  with  images  of  the 
same  spots  by  contemporary  photographers.  Gail  Skoff’s 
hallucinogenic  hand-colored  view  of  Mammoth  Hot 
Springs  (1980)  in  Yellowstone  resembles  the  Antarctic 
more  than  it  dex's  Jack.son’s  1883  view  of  identical  ter¬ 
rain.  Curiously,  William  Gifts’s  Canyon  de  Ghelly 
(White  House  Ruins,  1975)  shrinks  and  dramatizes  the 
awesome  cliffs  seen  from  the  valley  floor,  while  O’Sul¬ 
livan’s  view  of  the  same  Ancient  Ruins  (1873)  is  lx)th 
more  abstract  and  factual. 

If  the  parks  appear  to  have  changed  little  in  the  Iasi 
century,  not  so  photography  it.self.  The  recent  ap¬ 
proaches  employed  in  the  show  are  extraordinarily 
varied — ranging  from  John  Pfahl’s  conceptualist  mark¬ 
ings,  to  Roger  Minick’s  shots  of  kit.schilv  garbed  tour¬ 
ists,  to  Jerry  Uelsmann’s  surrealist  fantasies.  The  dis¬ 
tance  from  William  Clift’s  1975  portrait  of  the  old  St. 
Louis  Q)unty  Gjurthou.sc  reflected  in  a  glas.s-walled 
skyscraper  to  William  Garnett’s  Four  Sided  (Death 
Valley)  Sand  Dune  ( 1 945)  in  the  shape  of  a  female  thigh 
ought  to  be  measured  in  more  than  miles.  It’s  the  di.s- 
tance  between  country  and  city,  .surreal i.sm  and  realism 
and  perhaps  fiction  and  fact. 

If  American  Photographers  is  the  most  apix“aling 
group  photography  show  since  Avant  Garde  Photog¬ 
raphy  in  Germany,  Artists  in  the  American  Desert  is  the 
worst  thing  that’s  happened  to — or  in — a  desert  since 
the  aborted  hostage  rescue  mission 

Actually  the  show  contains  mostly  good  stuff:  pri¬ 
marily  beautiful  oil  paintings  by  Stuart  Davis,  Augu.s- 
tus  Tack  and  Marsden  Hartley,  even  more  beautiful 
watercolors  by  Georgia  O’Keefe  and  John  Marin  and 
interesting  documentary  photographs  of  earthworks  by

There  are  alM  a  few  worLs— a  gloppy  pink  and  white 
painting  by  Helen  Frankenthaler  and  a  canvas  by  Ag¬ 
nes  Martin  called  fiain— that  make  you  wonder  just 
what  the  connection  with  the  desert  could  be.  (Martin 
did  live  in  New  Mexico  for  a  while.) 

Whatever  the  quality  of  the  work,  the  show  is  totally 
undone  by  Kaiser  Center’s  embarrassing  excuse  for  a 
gallery.  I’ve  seen  shows  at  K.C.  before  (including  the  re¬ 
cent  Jamaican  painting  exhibition)  and  while  the  space 
seemed  unusually  obtrusive,  I  simply  (jaerhaps  simple- 
mindedly)  figured  the  work  wasn’t  really  worth  seeing. 
Right  or  wrong,  that’s  obviously  not  the  case  here. 

The  “gallery"  is  a  large  mezzanine  surrounding  an 
escalator  well.  The  walls,  floors  and  ceiling  seem  to  be 
composed  of  six  or  seven  violently  clashing  .surfaces. 
'There  are  rough  aggregate  stone  walls,  polished  floors, 
polished  wood-paneled  walls  and  a  suspended  screen- 
of-a-ceiling.  Also  inadequate  lighting.  Ho  hum.  One 
should  be  grateful  for  Kaiser’s  ambitious  new  exhibi¬ 
tion  policy,  I  suppose,  but  frankly,  I  don’t  know  why 
they  bother.  ■
